Hartnell College, Salinas, Ca. 
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Speakers expound on media 


“‘Most of the underground press today is 
trash,’’ says John Thompson, a former 
artist for such papers. 

Currently Hartnell’s graphic artist in the 


‘Instructional Media Center, Thompson was 


one of the six guest speakers at the Panther 
Sentinel’s Free Press Day held at Hartnell 
on April 3. 

With the heydey of the 1960’s gone 
along with the Vietnam war issue, the 
papers have toned down their voices from 
anger to craziness, Thompson said. Now all 
they feature is massage parlor ads. 

Rich Jaroslovsky, former editor of the 
Stanford Daily, discussed the 1972 break-in 
by thie Palo Alto police department into the 
Daily’s newspaper office. 

Desiring photographs of a recent campus 
sit-in, the police searched files, desks and 
personal belongings. 

Nothing was found by the authorities, 
and the Stanford Daily filed suit. Declaring 
that the police should have first attempted 
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to subpoena the material, the U.S. District 
Court ruled the search unconstitutional 
under the first, fourth, fifth and fourteenth 
amendments. 

_The paper was awarded $47,500 in legal 
fees. Palo Alto police are appealing the 
settlement. 

This violation of a free press, 
Jaroslovsky pointed out, is a ‘‘national 
issue.” 

Jaroslovsky advised potential journalists 
to ‘‘get the practical experience behind 
you”’ by participating in internship 
programs. Pointing out how ‘‘miserable”’ 
the job situation is, he was the only 
member of Stanford’s journalism depart- 
ment with a concrete job offer, said the 
future Wall Street Journal reporter. 

James Lumpp of the Freedom _ of 
Information (FOI) Center at the University 
of Missouri, pointed out that students’ 
rights don’t end when they enter college. 
He advised student journalists to ‘‘know 
your rights’’ and ‘‘get involved in issues by 
telling your readers about them.”’ 

‘*Problems,’’ he pointed out, ‘‘are 
seldom solved by silence. Don’t be afraid 
to ask the ultimate questions.’’ As long as 
students were not disrupting the basic 
rights of the school, newspaper funds 
should not be cut, Lumpp said. 

In the case of cesorship, he advised help 
from the American Civil Liberties, Sigma 
Delta Chi (society of professional journal- 
ists), radio and media stations. 

Other speakers included Bob Cuddy, 
who recently returned from ‘research in 
Africa, and Salinas Californian reporters 
Larry Grooms and Paul Kessinger. 


Board approves

Hartnell College has adopted a regular 
semester calendar, instead of the proposed 
quarter or early semester schedule. 

Approved by the Hartnell Governing 
Board on April 1, the calendar is virtually 
identical to this year’s, with changes made 
only in regards to the difference in dates. 

Two reasons were given by Dean of 
Student Personnel, Dr. Vic Willits for the 
board’s decision. ‘‘Time was_ short,” 
indicated Willits, ‘‘and impending legisla- 
tion of the state requirement of the

Willits added that the schedule was 
adopted at the request of Hartnell College 
President Dr. Gibb Madsen with his 
recommendation. 

To provide fairness to all concerned, 
especially incoming high school students, 
Willits concluded, ‘‘reluctantly I would 
have to agree that it’s best.’”

ASB president Bob Crosby hoped that 
the early and quarter semester systems 
would not be ignored now even though the 
regular semester calendar was approved. 
Crosby said that a survey will be taken in 
conjunction with the upcoming ASB 
elections to try to obtain the students’ 
opinions. . 

The original poll taken earlier in the 
school year was criticized and the repoll 
never came into existence because of 
controversy on how the poll should be 
conducted. 

Both Willits and Crosby hoped that a 
change could be made in the Hartnell 
schedule in future years, either to the early 
or quarter semester schedules. This would 
hinge on the results of the legislation 
regarding the state requirement of 175 
teaching days (not including registration) 
and the outcome of future student surveys.

The 
deadline is May 9 for early registration. 

Continuing night students may also 
pick up their mail packets Monday. 
New Hartnell day students “should sub- 
mit their admission applications as soon 
as possible,” says registrar Kathy Ar- 
midash. They will then be scheduled for 
registration appointments during Aug- 
ust. 

Local high school students will enroll 
under a new method this year, called 
“Early Decision” registration. Under 
this method, Hartnell counselors will 
travel to the high schools permitting stu- 
dents to register for the fall semester.
